THE POLICE THEORY. | 
oThe police are evidently working upon one 
theory, and that is, that the girl was 
murdered on her way home and at an early 
hour in the evening. They pay no attention to 
the sleigh story, and do not take into considera- 
tion several stains of blood found in the snow 
between the corner of Chicago avenue and the 
rubber-works on Leavitt street. They are in- 
clined to put much faith in the story told by 
Stoll and Garsten, who claim to have seen a 
couple disputing on the corner.

He even 
followed the pair into the edge of the prairie, 
where he was finally observed, when the tones 
of each of the disputants became much more 
subdued. 

SHEHAN. 

It so happened that Thomas Shehan, an Irish- 
man, had been paying some attention to the 
unfortunate. victim. He is a molder, working 
at a foundry on the North Side, near the river, 
and living on Carpenter near West Erie. 
He met her at a ball on Milwaukee avenue, 
and afterwards called to see her at 
her home. This was what led to 
Shehan’s arrest. He was found at 
the house of his mother and taken, the police 
claim, direct to the station without explana- 
tion. Instead of bringing him up before the 
boys, Stoll and Gartsen, and asking whether he 
was the man, he was confined in the cell where 
they were held ostensibly as prisoners. The 
had been instructed to tell him, if he asked, 
that they had been arrested for standing arou 
corners.

A COMPLICATED CASE. 
FINE LEGAL POINTS PROLONGING A MURDERER’S 
LIFE. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 17.—[Special.}— 
An order staying the execution of a death-war- 
rant was made by the Supreme Court today 
upon the petition of the counsel of Lioyd L. 
Majors, a murderer, in Santa Clara. 
to have been hanged. As upon 
nearly all notorious criminals, so b 
new points of law practice were raised. In 
this particular instance the curious spectacle 
is presented of the prosecution getting a re- 
prieve, while the condemned man resists this 
respit with all his influence. Majors was first 
tried at San José for the killing of 


in Alameda County was upon a change 
of venue and for killing of a man named McIn- 
tyre. His appeal to the Supreme Court on 
sentence of imprisonment was denied. His ap- 
peal from sentence of death after the Alame- 
da trial is still pending. The point raised in it 
is, that the accused had once been in jeopardy 
of his life, because the murder of both 
Renowden and McIntyre together was one 
offense. A stay of execution was granted by 


sentence, notwithstanding the appeal, Judge 
Green issued the death-warrant, which is now in 
the hands of the Sheriff of Alameda County. 
Jan. 14 Judge Green refused to recall the 
warrant. The proceedings are further compli- 
cated by the fact that to avoid numerous issues 
of law raised favorable to the defendant, the 
Prosecuting Attorney of Santa Clara County 
induced the Governor to reprieve Majors until 
March 25. Counsel for Majors are resisting 
this on.the ground that the Governor has no 
right to reprieve a man against his will. This 
also is one of the disputed points upon appeal.

A TICKET-SCALPER IN TROUBLE. 
An old case was revived yesterday when 
Louis Stein, a ticket-scalper at No. 114 Clark 
street, was arrested by Detectives Thorpe and 
Tierney. In December, 1882, sixty passenger 
tickets, worth in all $1,500, were stolen from 
the office of the Wabash Road at Pittsfield, III.
